MINISTER OF WAR 
ON THE DISASTER. 


ROME, Dec. 30.—The minister of war, 


the absolute power throughout the sone of 
the earthquake, explained: 

„ This disaster has resulted in a greater 
loss of life than any of our wars for inde- 
pendence. Indeed, the situation is much 
worse, as, while war is always preceded by 
4 period of preparation, this has happened 
within forty seconds. 

“ While war only affects the young and 
strong among the people, the present calam- 
ity has mowed down women and children, 
old men, and youths. 

“ While in war the armies are followed by 
the most complete camp hospitals, the num- 
berless wounded in Calabria eastern 
Bicily have been left in many cases forty- 
eight hours without assistance. 

“Even when rescued it is impossible to 
house them, everything available having. 
been filled by the dead. Lack of care and 
starvation will complete the work that the 
forces of nature have left undone.”

PRISON OFFICERS KILLED. 


“The prison was destroyed and the 
} warders killed, but most of the convicts 


escaped. They prowled about the ruins, 
robbing and murdering.

“The square known as the Cae Campo 
Santo collapsed and sank. Only the sum- 
mits of a few ruined. buildings | still 
emerged from the wreck. What remained 
of the population when I left was camp- 
ing near the harbor.” ' 


HOUSES FALL INTO FISSURE. 

Aecording to other réfugees not a single 
hotel remained standing. A fissure sixty 
feet deep opened near the church of 
Santa Maria and houses. fell -bodily 
into it. 

The Therapia brought thirty German 
and 600 other fugitives. During the voy- 
age to Naples several injured women 
died and one child was born. 

A physician named Condo, a native 
of Messina, said he escaped by climbing 
over the fallen roofs. Houses vanished 
with the suddenness of a dream, and day- 
light showed nearly two miles of ruins. 

Steamers put out to cross the straits 
for help after the first shock of thé 
earthquake, but Balf way over they met 
vessels from the opposite coast, which 
carried the news that Reggio too had 
perished. 

Some of the fugitives aboard the Ther- 
apia hastily left the ship when it reached 
this port, in some cases abandoning their 
children. Ten more steamers with fugi- 
tives are expected to arrive here within 
the next day or two, and every effort 
is being made to prepare shelter for 
them. 

Naples is the center of the relief or- 
ganization apd all social functions have 
been postponed. t 

The few refugees that have arrived 
here from Calabria are almost too un- 
merved to speak of their terrible ex- 
periences. One states that an express 
train on the road fram Reggio to Na- 
ples was brought to a stop by the shock 
when about eighteen miles along the road 
in its journey. 

The passengers demanded that they be 
taken back to Reggio, where they found 
a scene of desolation. 


CAUGHT IN NEW QUAKES. 
While searching for fri fresh shocks 
occurred and practically al the passengers 
were killed. 
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that had not yet fallen, completing the 
work of destruction. 


BODIES CHOKE STRAITS. 
The strait of Messina is now choked 


with corpses of men and animals. 

At the present time there are twelve 
warships at Messina, four Italian, four 
and four Russian, as well as a 
number of destroyers and steamers, the 
*latter belonging to the Italian General 
Navigation company. 

A pestilential odor is arising from the 
decomposing bodies. A steamer has been 
sent from Naples loaded with quicklime 
in which the bodies will be buried. 

Of one infantry regiment of 1,000 men 
only 10 are alive. 

Catania, the largest city nearest to the 
zone of the disaster, is crowded with ref- 
ugees, and the continuous stream of fugi- 
tives coming in, the sight of the wounded 
and repetition of real or imaginary earth- 
quakes have so alarmed the population 
that they are becoming uncontrollable. 


PRELATE PROVIDES BREAD. 

There is no longer any place where the 
refugees may find shelter. Cardinal Fran- 
cica-Nava. di Bontife, archbishop of Ca- 
tania, has employed all the money in his 
possession to provide bread for the fugi- 
tives, but the people of Catania also are 
im great need, as the ordinary business 
pursuits have been entirely interrupted. 

The government is finding difficulty in 
ascertaining the fate of the many foreign- 
ers who were in the earthquake zone at 
the time of the catastrophe, inquiries con- 
cerning whom are coming from all quar- 
ters of the globe. 

The commander of the Russian warship 
Admiral Makharoff, which arrived with fu- 
gitives at Naples today, confirms the re- 
port of the death of the American consul! 
at Messina, Arthur S. Cheney, and his 
wife, who were buried in the ruins of the 
consulate. 

FEW AMERICANS KILLED. 

The number of Americans in Sicily and 
southern Italy is believed to be small and 
several of them are reported to have been 
staying at Taormina, which is on the 
east coast, about thirty miles southwest 
of Messina. According to the latest re- 
ports this place suffered no harm from 
the earthquake.

Temporary hospitals are being rigged 
up, but only a comparatively few can 
be relieved, and the scenes of horror defy 
description. 

PREFECT ORSO ESCAPES. 

The prefect of Reggio, Sig. Orso, who 
was thought to have been killed, has 
reached a coast point In safety after 
twenty-four hours of fearful experience. 
The man could hardly talk, but he said 
Reggio had been almost entirely devas- 
tated, that the dead ran into the thou- 
sands, and that the surrounding villages 
also have been destroyed. 

The region between Rocella, Jofiica, and 
Caulonia, not far from Reggio, is flooded. 

A laborer who escaped from Reggio 
relates that shortly before daybreak a 
deafening noise like the roaring of a hun- 
dred cannon was heard. This was fol- 
lowed by the subsidence of the entire 
lower portion of the city. 

At the same time the sea swept over the 
water front. Screams of terror could be 
heard above the crash of falling buildings, 


SEMINARA MAYOR REPORTS. 

The mayor of Seminara, in the province 
ot Calabria, telegraphs that his town has 
been practically destroyed. Seminara had 
4,000 inhabitants. Up to the time of re- 
porting the rescuers had unearthed 100 
bodies. 

Reports from Pizzo, thirty miles west of 
here, declare that the death list in sur- 
rounding villages reaches a total of 3,325. 
Many wounded persons are still under the 
wreckage.

NAPLES IS TOLD TO PREPARE 
FOR 50,000 INJURED VICTIMS. 


First of Refugees from Messina Ar- 
rive with Tales of Horrible Suffer- 
ing. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

NAPLES, Dec. 30.—This city has been 
officiahy notified to expect 50,000 injured 
persons by steamers from Sicily and Cala- 
bria. The municipal authorities have ap 
pealed to the citizens to accommodate those 
whom the hospitals cannot care for. 

Every carriage possible has been hired to 
convey the injured from the quays, private 
owners lendng their carriages for the same 
purpose that the tramway company is lend- 
ing its cars. 

The commander of the Russian battleship 
Makharoff described the fearful scenes at 
Messina. 


MANY ARE BURIED ALIVE. 
He declared that many of the residents 


of that place had been buried alive, as groans 
were heard coming from far down in the 
fissures of the earth, which could only be 
approached with the greatest precaution. At 
these points the tottering walls threatened 
further collapse. 

The anguished cries of the victims cansed 
a half frenzy among the sailors, who in sev- 
eral cases excavated under dangerous places 
and rescued wounded people. In other cases 
they reached dead bodies that separated in 
parts when efforts were made to drag them 
from the wreckage. 

For an entire day the Russian sailors, di- 
vided into squads, gave assistance Whenever 
needed. Amid the ruine of the Bank of 


Sicily they found a safe containing many 


millions and delivered it aboard the warship. 
From one house alone they rescued ten per- 
sons alive. 

56 TREASURY CLERKS DIE. 

Before leaving Messina the warship put 
stores of medicine and food ashore. During 
the crossing to Naples eight of the wounded 
died. 

Chevaller Zanolo, a treasury official of 
Messina, who are among the fugitives, ar- 
riving here, said that out of sixty treasury 
clerks only four escaped alive. 

At the prison of Rocca Guelfoni 800 con- 
viots were killed, together with many jailers 
and sobdiers. 

One of the rescued soldiers related, the 
while weeping like a child, how his comrades 
together with his commanding officer, Maj. 
Carovelli, had perished. Another soldier 
confirmed the reports that 250 of his comrades 
had been killed by the fall of the barracks.

WOUNDED ARRIVE IN NAPLES. 

The appalling magnitude of the tragedy in 
the south of Italy is being brought home to 
the people of the north by the arrival here 
of refugees, wounded and unscathed, from 
Messina. 

The fact that dying people have to be 
brought such a distance for medical attention 
shows the immensity of the disaeter and the 
inadequacy of the relief measures at present 
possible. 

The German steamer Serapin came into 
Naples early this morning with 800 refugees. 
The wounded are all in the cabina, and their 
condition is pitiable. A few of them have 
hach their heade and limbs bandaged, but 
many heve not yet received medical attend- 
ance. 

The Serapin had to come to Naples because 
all the hospitals in the principal towns of 
Sicily are overflowing, while there are not 
enough doctors and nurses for the work in 
hand, and medical supplies, bandages, and 
surgical instruments are lacking. 

The municipality, realizing the difficulty 
of coping with such tremendous responsibili- 


tles, has addressed an appeal to the local 
population asking the people of Naples to 


succor and give bospitality to the unfor- 
tunate Sicilians. 

Every means of transportation to move the 
wounded from the harbor to the hospitals 
and infirmartes is being made use of, but 
still the conveyances are insufficient in num- 
ber. Several buildings are being prepared to 
serve as provisional hospitals.

ARE ADVISED TO BE PATIENT 


Harry C. Dowling Again the Only Wit- 
ness Before Grand Jury. 


Sharp verbal exchanges passed between 
the office of the United States district at- 
torney and the office of the Morris & Co. 
packing firm yesterday. The slow and well 
covered moves of the district attorney in the 
campaign started against the packers ap- 
parently troubled them. 

From Morris & Co., the only firm proceeded 
against as yet, came this statement: 

“The government can find nothing in the 
nature of a general system of getting rebates 
from the railroads. It is possible that a few 
technical violations will be found. It is time 
for the district attorney either to produce 
the goods againat Morris & Co. or admit that 
he has made a failure.” 

From District Attorney Sims’ office came 
this sharp reply: 

Let Morris & Co. walt in patience a few 
days. There are rebates sticking out all 
over some of these alleged claims.” 


Means to Prove Rebate Caze. 


Mr. Sims evidently has centered his efforts 
upon proving the rebate case. If illegal 
claims against the railroads are established 
to the satisfaction of the district attorney 
he will proceed to look for a similar system 
in the other packing corporations. 

Charges that Mr. Sime is getting informa- 
tion from secret service men in the employ of 
the packers came from officials of Morris 
& 


Co.

Moving Picture Machine Men to Pre- 
sent Grievances to Officials. 


More Illustrations of the free and easy

It pains Mr. Havill to 
perceive this developing attitude of his su- 
périors toward himself, for he asserts that 
nothing is easier than to keep his official du- 
ties and private interests apart. 


Receives Initiation Fees. 


Mr. Havil, it appears, is in the habit of 
receiving the initiation fees paid by members 
and prospective members of the operators’ 
union. The fee is $25, which apparently is 
payable in installments. Mr. Havill accepte 
just whatever amount the operator is able to 
pay at the time with the understanding that 
the remainder will be paid at a later date. 

An operator was arranging for a date on 
whith to take the municipal examination 
late yesterday afternoon when a reporter for 
Tue TRIBUNE dropped into the commission's 
office at 107 Madison street.

The operator has paid that amount on his

The Legislative Voters’ league will ask 
the general assembly to submit to the 
voters the question of convening a consti- 
tutional convention. If it were not for 
one thing this would be an unobjection- 
able, not to say dtsirable, proposition. 
The constitution needs modification in 
several particulars. The process of 
change through the submission of one 
amendment every two years is slow and 
unreliable. ) 
Unfortunately. there are @ number of 
politicians in Illinois who see in a consti- 
tutional convention only an opportuility 
to limit the representation of Cook county 
in. one or both branches of the legislature, 
They would deprive the inhabitants of one 
particular county of their fair proportion 
of political power. If the next federal 
census shall give Cook more members 
of the general assembly, as it doubtless 
will, the politicians who seek to restrict 
its representation would be all the more 
clamorous im their demands, If a con- 
etitutional convention were held they 
might control it. 3 a 

The general assembly will have qnough 
to attend to without this disturbing ques- 
tion of & constitutional convention. It is 
not an urgent matter. The state can get 
along for a few years without a new or- 
» ganic law much better than Chicago ean 
get along without legislation enabling it 
to deal with the civic problems which 
confront it—problems which, happily for 
the smaller communities of the state, are 
unknown to them. This much needed 
| legislation ought not to get tangled up 
with the question of a constitutional con- 
vention. It should be elearly understood 
that the people of Chicago never will con- 
sent to that limitation of their politica) 
rights which some of the advocates of a 
convention have in mind. They will not 
pay that priee for legislation, no matter 
bow much they need it. 


THE VIEWS OF TWO INDUSTRIAL 
CAPTAINS, 


Mr. Carnegie’s views of profit sharing 
as the source of industrial peace are not 
unique. They have been voiced before, 
and, what is better still, they have been 
and ere now being put to the test. Oniy 
recently a great English company offered 
its employés the partnership of which Mr, 
Carnegie approves, both as to profits and 
as to management, though with less of 
hope, we gather, than Mr. Carnegie cher- 
ishes for such plans. 

The great ironmaster’s opinions will 
make g considerable impression, if not 
upon the more conservative, at any rate 
upon the popular imagination. And this 
fact is of more importance than at first 
thought may seem likely. For changes, 
economic and social, are prepared for by 
the working of many impalpable and in- 
direct or unconsidered infludnces, so that 
what seems spontaneous and sudden is 
always merely the culmination of u long 
process. 

Recently, in his testimony in the tariff 
hearings, the head of one of the greatest 
industrial organizations in the world with 
great equanimity expressed himself to 
the effect that no “ manufacturer ought to 
be allowed, on account of tariff laws « 
anything else, to charge or receive more 
than a fair return on the value of his 
property and the amount of the business 
done,” that “in some way the manufac- 
turer ought to be restricted to fair deal- 
ings with the public on the basis sng- 
gested, without the introduction of tariff 
‘laws or anything else that might be very 
harmful to some of the industries and to 
: the working people,” and that this should 

be accomplished by full publicity and pub- 
lic control within reasonable bounds.” 

Now follow Mr. Carnégie’s remarks re- 
garding “labor and capital union” and 
“ workmen-capitalists,” in which he de 
clares roundly that the ideal to be held 
both by employé and employer, worker 
| and capitalist, is that all the capital of a 
concern should be provided by those en- 
gaged in the works, And he offers ay 
one of the greatest advantages of such 
‘partnerships that men and managers will 
be drawn in intercourse, so that 
they become and learn each 
other’s virtues, ’ : 
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The report that a wealthy man has 
given $150,000 te bear the expenses of a 
probe into the affairs of a city whose 
officials are in the limelight just now has 
its interest, It is in line with the thought 
of those who have been pleading for en- 
dowment funds to help the movement for 
efficient democracy. But explosions like 
that in Pittsburg are sporadic. What is 
needed is machinery working all the time 
in the interests of the people and for their 
protection. A business house which wait- 
ed for the occasional embezzlement of ‘ts 
funds before examining into its condition 
would quickly meet ruin. 

The people must be trained to a lively 
interest in affairs. They must know how 
funds are used. They myst know details. 
The mere publication of figures in con- 
secutive tables will not suffice. There 
must be interpretation of the figures in 
the language of daily life. “ Understand- 
est thou what thou readest?” was a ques- 
tion asked many years ago, according to 
a familiar story. The answer then given 


is equally applicable to the puzzling prob- 


lems of modern life, How can I, unless 
some man should guide me?”

But the entire matter has been a source of 
much trouble, annoyance, and discussion at 
St. Petersburg,’ and the fact that Alexis died 
among such surroundings in Paris had the 
effect of keeping his brothers and nephews, 
who were in the French capital at the time, 
away from his bedside, and thus it was im- 
possible to get him to make any legal dis- 
position of his property.

As in the event of trouble in the Balkans in 
the spring we are likely to hear a good deal 
about Gen. Ivan Lipovac-Popovic, who has 
just turned up, Nke a stormy petrel, at Bel- 
grade, it may be just as well to briefly sketch 
the adventurous career of this soldier of 
fortune. He belongs to one of the oldest 
families of Montenegro, and hie father was 
obliged to flee from his home towards the 
middle of the last century on his complicity 
being discovered in an attempt to kidnap and 
depose the reigning Prince Danilo. 

The Lipovac family found refuge at Agram 
and was accorded, throughout the youth of 
the general, monetary assistance by the Aus- 
trian government. At the age of 18 the gen- 
eral entered the service of Russia, just at the 
moment when the war with y was 
breaking out, and behaved’ with h gal- 
lantry, especially in connection with the cap- 
ture of a Turkish battery, that he received 
from the czar the order of St. George, a cap- 
taincy in the Guards, an annuity from the 
Russian government, and a t of proper- 
ty sufficient to enable him to maintain his 


oe 


Ot course this latter gift of the Russian 
government was due less to his military 
prowess than to the importance of his fam- 
ily in Montenegro and to the belief enter- 
tained at St. Petersburg that hé would some 
day be called upon to play a leading role in 
his native land. Before twelve monthe had 
passed over we find him taking an active part 
in the insurrection of Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina against Austria, in consequence of 
which he was sentenced to death, in con- 
tumaciam, as a rebel. Returning to St. Pe- 
tersburg, he was invited not long afterwards 
by the prince of Montenegro to take up his 
residence at Cettinje, married the prince's 
particularly beautiful niece, Joka Radonic, 
recovered possession of the family estates, 
which had been confiscated on his father’s 
flight to Austria, and received the appoint- 
ment of brigadier genera! in the Montenegrin 
army. He kept open house at Cettinje, and, 
through the intervention of the Austrian en- 
voy there, made his peace with Austria and 
obtained the quashing of the sentence which 
had been passed upon him for his complicity 
in the Herzegovina-Bosnian insurrection. 

— 


About six years ago he became involved 
in a quarrel with Prince Nicholas, who re- 
sented his independence, and, betaking him- 
self to Russia, resumed service in the army 
there and fought through the war with Japan 
with such conspicuous gallantry that he 
was promoted to the rank of general, and on 
the conclusion of peace was placed by the 
czar, who was fond of him, in command of 
a brigade of the division of the Guards, be- 
sides being loaded with honors and distinc- 
tions of one kind and another. 

His relations with the prince of Montene- 
gro remained strained, and when the prince's 
daughter, Stana, after her divorce from the 
duke of Leuchtenberg, married Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nicholaiovitch, the generalissimo 
of the division of the Guards, Lipovac realized 
that his position would be made unpleasant, 
and asked leave to go on the retired list. His. 
request was granted, but the czar ineisted 
that if he retired he should do so on full pay, 
instead of on the ordinary pension. 

— 


He has now taken up his residence at Bel- 
grade, and, as his wife ie a cousia of King 
Peter and of the crown princeof Servia, and, 
moreover, he is possessed of considerable 
wealth, and of all the prestige due to his rank 
in the Russian army and to the friendship of 
the czar, he has quickly assumed a conepicu- 
ous position in the Servian capital. 

He may be relied upon to promote Russia's 
interests there, but certainly will not con- 
tribute to any friendly understanding be- 
tween the court of Belgrade and that of 
Cettinje, as he remains extremely imbittered, 
not only against the prince of Montenegro, 
but also against the members of the latter's 
family, especially againet the prince’s two 
daughters, who are married to Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nicholaiovitch and Grand Duke Pe- 
ter of Russia respectively.

FEAR NEW PURE MILK LAW 
WILL HURT SMALL DEALERS. 


Twenty Aldermen.Visit Busse and Make 
Novel Complaint Against Ordinance 
Which Becomes Effective Tomorrow. 


Twenty eldermen, representing many times 
as many small milk dealers, called on Mayor 
Busse yesterday with a novel complaint 
against the new milk law which goes into 
effect tomorrow. It was that with this law 
the farmers would all sell their milk to the 
big dealers and the small ones could not ob- 
tain amy milk to retail. 

It was explained that in the northern part 
of Uluinois there are a large number of tuber- 
cular cattle, they having been driven out of 
Wisconsin by the strict laws there. The 
owners are afraid their milk will not stand 
the Chicago test, and so would sell to the 
big dealers who have made preparations to 

ze it. 

The mayor told his visitors the matter was 
in the hands of Health Commissioner Evans 
and he himself would not interfere, but for 
their encouragement showed a letter he had 
just received from Clement J. Driscoll, secre- 
tary of the East Side Pure Milk league of 
New York, highly praising Chicago for being 
the first city to try to save babies’ lives by 
eeeing that they got pure milk. 

Dr Evans told the aldermen that the 
small dealers paid 30 to 40 cents a can more 
than do the big ones, and as it costs only 
about 4 cents to pasteurize they could get 
all the milk they wanted. 

The aldermen showed no disappointment. 


They took no personal interest in the case, 


and simply went in to please some of their 
constituents. . 


MONEY FOR OLD SCHOOL 
GOES INTO THE MEW ONE. 


Sale of Industrial Institution for Girls 
Relieves Financial Troubles of More 
Recent Organization. 


The old Industrial School for Giris at Sheri- 
dan road and Main street, Evanston, has 
been sold for $35,000, it was learned yester- 
day 


The school itself has for six months been 
closed. The first thing done with the pro- 
ceeds of the sale was to pay the $25,000 mort- 
gage on the property. 

A new school with the same name, a dif- 
ferent board, and the same general purpose 
started two years ago. It is named the 
Farm and Home School for Girls, and is 
now located at Park Ridge on forty acres 
owned by the organization. 

A $5,000 mortgage upon this was paid with 
the remaining proceeds from the old school, 
and $2,500 was repaid on a debt to the Chi- 
cago Woman’s club. Another thousand has 
gone for incidental expenses. This makes 
almost a clean slate for the new school. 


In addition contributions have been re- 


\ ceived to the amount of $22,000. The sum of 


$5,000 given by Miss Griswold of Evanstor 
was used for putting in a sewer and a water 
plant on the new farm. The $10,000 given by 
James A. Patten has been devoted to build- 
ing a cottage. The $6,000 of Julius Rosen- 
wald has been used for constructing a re- 
celving cottage, and the $1,000 of Frank D. 
Frazier has gone toward having the farm 
tiled and drained.

NEW PLAN FOR STREET NOMENCLATURE, 

Chicago, Dec. 20.—{ Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Why should not Chicago's streets be desig- 
nated in such a way that any point in the 
city could be found without the aid of 4 map 
or a street directory? I suggest the following 
simple plan: 

Let the east and west streets lying west of 
certain pa rallels be named First.“ See- 
ond,” “Third,” in the north division, begin- 
ning at an established dividing line. Those 
on the south side might be termed “ South 
First,” South Second, South Third,” and 
80 on, 100 numbers to be assigned to each 
block. 0 

Class the transverse streets in groups or 
ranges, to be designated by the letters of 
the alphabet. North and south streets of 
Range A, extending one mile west, would 
receive biographical cognomens beginning 
with the letter A. Names in second mile 
would begin with the letter B, and soon. On 
the south side geographical names could be 
used similarly for the traneverse streets. 

Intermediate and irregular streets might be 
classed as courts on the north side and 
„places on the south and take their num- 
bers or titles from the regular streets imme~- 
diately preceding. Diagonal thoroughfares 
could be termed roads and retain their 
present names, as Milwaukee road, Ogden 
road. 

By this system any one with a rudimentary 
knowledge of biography and geography can 
carry in his head a complete map of the city 
and find approximately any desired point, 
the initial indicating the distance and the al- 
phabetical arrangement the position in the 
series W. H. T.
